MANY BILLS PASSED SENATE 
AND HOUSE. 


Hooks in the legislative cloak 


rooms have been at a premium early! 


in the :forenoons, the lobby cigar 
stand has done a record business, the 
thick smoke of battle has curled to 
the lotty ceilings of the legislative 
chambers, where the hundreds cf 
lights have burned late during the) 
past week, 

Realizing that there was no time 
to be lost if they were to reach the 
solution of the many perplexing prob- 
lems now pending in the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Before April 
l4th, the tentative date proposed for 
final adjournment, the law-makers 
worked early and late during the 
past week, 
important measures which 
received public hearings before var- 
ious legislative committees during the 
past week were: the proposal for the 
creation of State Department of Ag- 
ricuiture, the resolution providing for 
the suymission to the voters of a con- 
stitutiunal amendment to allow for 
legisiative enactment of a state in- 
come tax, the “eugenic marriage” 
bill, and the bill to recodify 95 laws 
relutive to corporations into one com- 
plete and inclusive corporation law. 

Frecedence was given by the 
House the bill providing for a State 
Department cf Agriculture and for a 
State Department of Conservation. 
The rules were suspended in order to 
expedite action. On Wednesday the 
house unanimously passed the agri- 
cultural bill and sent it to the senate. 
Similar action was taken on the con- 
servation bill Thursday. The “bills 
are almost identical with the recom- 
mendations of the state farm bureau.

many hazards. On the New England 
coast, after all his material fs down, 
the fickle “set” may not appear, pos- 
sibly because at the critical time some 
weather disturbance may huve killed 
the baby oysters while they. were yet 
swimming near the surface. In the 
Guif of Mexico the “set” may be so 
heavy that there {s scant room for the 
oysters to grow, and many die, while 
those that are left are half starveé 
ang misshapen from crowding.

ARMENIANS MAKE APPEAL FOR 


RELIEF. ; 


Mr. Chas. B. Eddy of Grand Rapid 
and Miss Saternik Simonne Hatcha- 
dorian, & native born Armenian girl 
have been in town since Tuesday in 
the interest of the Near East Relief 
organization, out of Detroit where 
the State Committee ia maintaining 
headquartera under direct manage- 
ment of Mr>James J. Spillane, who 
is State Director, 

Miss Hatchedorian has only been 
in this country about twelve weeks, 
coming direct from Constantinople, 
where she was a teacher in an Amer- 
ican mission school—-she speaks five 
languages and has first-hand knowl- 
edge of the Turks against her peo- 
ple. She lost fifty-eight relatives 
herself at the hands of the brutal 
Turk and it is this story that she is 
to tell to the people of Grayling. It 
has been arranged thru. Rev. Doty 
that she will speak at the Community 
Church on Sunday evening next—the 
meeting will be public: and without 
charge and it is expected that the 
church will be crowded to capacity. 
This is the first opportunity that 
Grayling has had to hear about the 
Armenian situation from one of its 
sufferers, no one can afford to miss 
it. Miss Hatchadorian spoke a few 
minutes this morning to the schoo 
children about the schools in Armenia 


and Constantinople in which subject 
interested.

They have established 229 orphan- 
ages where 110,000 chikiren are being 
taken care of, in whole or in part; 56 
hospitals; 128 medical ‘clinics and 1} 
rescue homes where are taken car 
of girls recovered from Turkish har- 
ems. Over 300,000 of the finest Ar- 
menian girls are still held in Turkish 
harems, where they are living a life 
that is worse than death. There are 
250,000 more little innocent Chris- 
tian children, victims of the war and 
the Turk, some of whom can still be 
reached and saved. Every Turk is 
taught by his creed and religion te 
hate a Christian and they have lost 
no opportunity to annihilate the na- 
tion. Of over five million people at 
the opening of the war, less than twe 
million are living—the oldest Chris- 
tian nation in the world.
